TALES OF TYPE, 


MARK TWAIN’S SPEECH AT THE DINNER OF 
THE TYPOTHETIC SOCIETY. 


The Humorist Indulges in Reminiscences of 
the Country Printer’s Office—Rev. Dr. Pax- 
ton Talks of the Abuses of the Press and 
Gets Very Angry—A Joyful Gathering of Old 
Printers and Publishers. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatcn. 

NEw YORK, January 19.—At the dinner of the 
Typothetic Society at Delmonico’s last night a 
large number of old printers and publishers 
attended. Mark Twain, after a complimentary 
speech of J. H. Bailey, said: I am staggered 
by the compliments so lavishly poured out 
upon me, and Iam proud, as well as stag- 
gered. It is the first time that any one has 
stood up in the presence of a large and re- 
spectable audience, such as this is, and con- 
fessed that I have told the truth onee. If I 
could return the compliments I’d doit. The 
historical remtniscences of the President have 
cast me into the reminiscent mood, for I also, 
in my small way, am an antiquity. It may 
be I am among strangers, and that the 
printer of to-day is not the printer of 
thirty-fiVe years ago. I knew bim. 
I lit his fires. I dusted his office and drew his 


water from the village pump. I picked the 
type from under his stand in the mornings, 
and if he was there to see, I put the good t 8 
back in the case and the bad ones in the Bell: 
box; and if he was not there I dumped the lot 
with the pl. I used to carry around the 
4 and was the oe target of all the 
ogs in the 9 IwishI had a nickel for 
every dog bite I have got on me. I could keep 
M. Pasteurin business for a year. The sub- 
scribers for our paper paid in groceries, and 
the country ones paid in cabbages or cord- 
That was, when they did. When 
did aoe mentioned it 
an 

puff, If failed his 
they stopped their paper. They all directed 
the policy of the paper. One man paid in 
cash, and he owned us body and soul. He 
changed our politics every which way, and 
changed our religion four times. If we at- 
tempted to reason he threatened to stop his 
paper and that closed the discussion. We 
used to take out the telegraphic items and lay 
them on a galley. Then we'd change the dates 
and shove them into the paper day after day, 
until public interest in them was worn to the 
bone. Ihave seen a t. d. advertisement of 
a Sheriff's sale booming along serenely two 
years after the sale had taken place. Our yearly 
‘‘ads’’ were patent medicine electrotypes and 
we used to fence with them when the 
column rules were worn out. When we pied a 
form we suspended until next week. We al- 
ways suspended when fishing was good. The 
editor was a poet. When his intellects sup- 
urated and discharged a poem, he would read 
tto the printers and ask them what they 
thought of it. They always scraped their rules 
on their boxes while he was reading and when 
he was done they always said it was hog- wash. 
They were very frank and canded people. I 
can look back now and see that old office with 
its candle in the k box. But — — the 
glories of a forgotten age to u lar ears 

and I will stop.“

ROBBED HIS WIFE AND SON. 


The Crooked Financial Operations of Brad- 
ford C. Vaughn, the Vitriol Manufacturer. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPATCH. 

Troy, N. T., January 19.—A written confes- 
sion of Bradford O. Vaughn, the missing vit- 
riol manufacturer, is in the possession of his 
brother-in-law. Vaughn, who is about 55 
years old, was married fifteen years ago to the 
only daughter of the late Franklin Elmore of 
Peru, Essex County. Mr. Elmore was avery 
rich man, and, besides assisting his son-in- 
law, frequently made liberal gifts to his 
daughter. After the old gentleman’s death 
Vaughn endeavored to secure controlof the 
estate, but his efforts were not wholly success- 
ful. Mrs. Vaughn wasthe recipient of large 
sums of money from her mother, most 
of which she at once handed over 
to her husband, who stated that 
it was necessary for him to put more 


money into his business to be dle to main- 
tain the lead in that line of manufacture. 
of thetime Mr. Vaughn was in partnership 
with Robert B. Eaton, a brother-in-law of 
Mrs. Vaughn, but the partnership was dis- 
solved in 1886. It was intimated at that time 
that there had been crookedness on Vaughn’s 
2 but the matter was hushed bs t the 
ime of Franklin Elmore’s death a large sum 
of money was left to Mrs. Vaughn and also F. 
E. Vaughn, the only child of Mr. and Mrs. 
Vaughn, now about 12 years old. The bequest 
to the grandson was leit in trust, Mrs. Vaughn 
being appointed trustee. The money was 
laced in a Troy bank, subject to Mrs. 
aughn’s order as trustee. Mrs. 
Vaughn also deposited in the same 
bank the money which was left her by 
her father’s will. Soon after Mr. Elmore’s 
death, Min 4 stated to his wife that ths 
money would bring larger returns if placed a 
a mortgage, and he induced her to invest 
nearly half her son’s money in that way. A 
mortgage purporti to be made to ° 
Vaughn, was brought to herby her husband, 
but it now turns out that the document was 
fictitious, as the actual r was made 
out to Bradford OC. Vaughn and recorded in his 
name in the County Clerk’s office. This dis- 
covery was made by Mrs. Vaughn when she 
called atthe bank where she supposed the

THE CHINESE WITNESSES IN THE JOHNSON

THE STORY RETOLD. 

At about the beginning of last year, the 
Oireuit Attorney said, a Chinaman named 
Joe Gong, superior in education and wealth to 
the general run of Chinamen in St. 1 kept 
a grocery and gambling house at 609 Market 
street, at which all the Chinamen of 
the city bought groceries or rambled. 
Two factions of Chinamen existed in 
the city, a large one headed by Joe 
Gong and a smaller one, both of which sup- 
plied patrons to Gong’s place. The members 
of the smaller faction found that they were 
losing money steadily and determined to have 
an investigation. They sent to Colorado for 
Lou Johnson, a countryman of theirs who had 
had some experience in legal matters and was 
able to converse fluently in English. Johnson 
came here early in the spring of 1885, 
conducted the investigation of Gong’s place, 
became satisfied that his countrymen were 
not being rightly treated and notified the 

olice that Gong was e a gamblin 
— A raid was made upon the 4 ace an 
several of the arrested parties pleaded guilty 
to gambling and were fined. After the cases 
were disposed of, Ane y 
way 0 retaliation, went efore 
the Assistant Prosecuting Attorney of 
the Correction Court and charged Lou 
Johnson and others with attempting to black- 
mail him. They were arrested, but dis- 
charged on the evidence. Feeling ran high 
and, hearing that Joe Gong had threatene 
his life, Lou Johnson caused his arrest on a

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A PRETTY QUESTION. 
WHAT WILL THE COUNCIL DO WITH THE 
TWO GAS BILLS? : 


— 


The Importance to Each Company ot Having 
Its Ordinance Passed First Strength of the 
Two Companies in the Council—Dwight 
Tredway’s Proposition—What Will Be Done 
—The Outlook. o 


The situation which Mayor Francis sug- 
gested should be brought about when he ve- 
toed the water-gas bill now obtains in the City 
Council. The St. Louis Company has the 
promise ofan extension of its franchise on 


condition of an immediate reduction in the 


price of gas in the bill passed by the 
House last night, and the Water 
Gas Company nas the promise of 
a franchise in the bill passed 
by the House six weeks ago over the Mayor’s 
veto. Both these bills are ready for passage by 
the Council now, and some very fine legisla- 
tion may be looked for. The Council has im- 
posed upon itself the burden of doing equal 
justice to two corporations and of performing 
its whole duty tothe people. Whether it will 
be equal to this task or not isa thing that re- 
mains to be seen. 

It must be understood by those who desire 
to see the gas question in its true light, as it 
stands now, that each company feels that its 
ordinance will be 

WORTHLESS UNLESS IT IS PASSED 
before the other. Owing to the recent de- 
cision by the Kentucky Supreme Court, 
the companies feel that its priority 
to another is what makes a 


pas ordinance yaluable. Just what the point 
n the matter of priority is, or where it comes 
in in the 5 case is something that would 
require the-bestiegal talent to explain. But 
the point exists, and it is the great point to be 
considered now in the passage of a gas bill by 
the Council. 

The wuter-gas people claim that if their bill 
has been necessary as a club all along, its 
purpose has now been served and the city 
owes it to their company to give them their 
ordinance at once. his view is held also by 
the majority of the members of the Council, 
but as the bill needs nine votes for passage, 
there is great doubt that that number of 
Councilmen can be made to see the matter in 
this light. 

The friends of the St. Louis Company in the 
Council, and there seems to be enough of 
them to prevent the passage of the water-gas 
bill, hold that the passage of the water-gas 
bill now would leave 

THE CITY IN THE SAME POSITION 

it occupied previous to the veto of the bill by 
the Mayor. Their proposition is that the St. 
Louis bill be passed now and sent to that com- 
pany and accepted by that company before 
the water-gas bill is passed, this being 
the only means of absolutely securin 
cheap gas all over the city at once. The poin 
they raise is, that if it is true that the St. uis 
Company is owned by the Water Gas Company 
it ought to be made to reduce the price of gas 
immediately, and before the Water Gas Com- 
pany, vitalized by an independent franchise, 
can reject the St. Louis Company's ordinance; 
and if itis not true, the passage of the water- 
gas bill must be deferred until it has been 
ascertained whether or not the St. Louis Com- 
pany has been acting in good faith. 

This is the situation; and if it is true that the 
only ordinance that is worth having is the one 
that is passed rst, the Council has a very 
pretty question to pass upon. 

Mr. Dwight Tredway, while in the lobby ot 
the House last night, made a proposition to 
the Councilmen present, which struck the 
majority of them as being fair. 

DWIGHT TREDWAY'S PROPOSITION. 

He proposed that the Council request the 

resence of the St. Louis Gaslight Company's 

resident or directors, the President of the 

ater Gas Co d the Mayor at to- 
night's . and then procesd to pass 
both bills. While the St. Louis Company's 
bill was in process of enroliment and signa- 
ture, the president of the company and the 
directors, or t resident or direo- 
tors could infor the Council. whether 
the bill will accepted by 
the company or not, and could, or could be 
asked to, officially accept the bill there and 
then. In the meantime the water-gas bill could 
be passed. If the St. Louis Company's offi- 
cers were acting in good faith they would ac- 
cept the bill and the bili could be signed by 
the Mayor and become à law. After the accept- 
ance of the bill and before the finishin 
touches had been put upon it the water-gas bi 
could be passed, andthe whole question set- 
tled there and then, entirely and altogether. 
Mr. Tredway has been working strenuously 
to-day to effect an arrangement of this kind, 
with what success can only be ascertained 
when the Council takes action to-night. 

WHAT WILL BE DONE, 

The Councilmen who were interviewed to-day 
appeared uncertain as to how they will act in 
the premises, but the feeling is that the St. 
Louis Company's gas bill will be passed as 
amended by the House, and the water-gas bill 
will be held untilthe bill has been accepted. 
Councilman Temple said, when asked what 
would be done, that the only thing the 
Council could do in the matter of 
securing a reduction in the rice 
of gas at once was to pass the St. Louis Com- 
1 bill as amended, and to wait until the 

t uis Company had accepted the bill and 
reduced the price of gas. For my part, 
said he, ‘‘Ido not think the bill, as amended, 
will be accepted, because the elimination of 
the tenth section, to my mind, lets in 
all competitors at once. It takes away from 
the St. Louis everything it has, which is an 
cxclusive franchise until 1890. We shall have 
to wait until this bill is pt «Th before doing 
anything with the water-gus bill.“ 

Mr. Temple is said to represent the opinions 
of five members of the Council, so that if the 
water-gas bill should be taken up to-night 
before the St. Louis Company's bill, it is likely 
to be defeated. 

THE OUTLOOK 

is that the St. Louis Company’s bill will be 
passed with the House amendment to-night 
and signea by the = in the morning, while 
the water-gas bill will be held until the St. 
Louis Company has accepted or rejected the 
ordinance, It is given ten days only to make 
up its mind. At the end of that time it the bill 
is accepted the water-gas bill will be passed 
and thenceforward the Water-Gas Company 
will have to deal entirely with the St. Louis 
Company.

FLORIDA’S LOSS. 


Great Damage to Orange Trees—Loss on 
Crop Fully $1,500,000. 

OnICAGO, January 19.—A Daily News special 
from Washington, says: Frank R. Hollings- 
worth of Chicago reached the city to-day, 
after a visit of several weeks in Florida. He 
says the condition of affairs there are very 
discouraging, The loss to the orange crop 
from the recent cold snap will not fall short of 
$1,500,000. The principal loss is in the destruc- 
tion of the young trees, 90 per cent of which 
are ruined. These trees, in many cases, 
five years old, were too young to bear acrop, 
and the time and labor spent to bring them to 
that stage of development is entirely thrown 
away. any persons who had invested their 
means inthe planting of orange trees, have 

rown discouraged and are preparing to leave

think that Missouri had obtained its share of 
appointments to foreign missions, and that 
they suggested the names of Governor Crit- 
te — and two others for favorable consider - 
atlon. 
THE PRESIDENT. 

Vest continued, replied immediately that by 
no means could he ever consider the name of 
Governor Crittenden in connection with any 
appointment which he had to make, alleging 
as a reason the fact that in the East it was the 
general impression that Crittenden had con- 
spired with the Ford boys to assassinate Jesse 
James and that any recognition of the ex- 
Governor would be exceedingly unpopular. 

Governor Crittenden and his friends are said 
to be extremely indignant at the tone and con- 
tents of Vest's letter; they donot hesitate to 
express the opinion that the President is in- 
nocent of the statement attribtued to him by 
Vest, and in short that the contents of the let- 
ter are untrue from beginning to end. 

The secret ofthe whole matter and the mo- 
tives which led Vest to write to Crittenden, 
they claim, lie in the fact that the ex-Governor 
controls the votes of some three out of the eight 
hold-over Democratic Senators in the next 
Legislature and that, although counted upon 
as dead politically for some time past, it has 
developed that he still retains the influence 
and friendship of a number of prominent men 
throughout the State. Vest and Cockrell, 
after sending Orittenden a message 
by Tom Fowles last winter 
the effect that on certain conditions 
he could have the Mexican missions broke their 
word with him and dropped him without a 
word of-excuse. They are now unxious to 
conciliate Crittenden and hence the letter and 
the lame attempt to convince Orittenden and 
his friends, that if nothing has been done for 
the handsome ex-Governor, the blame lies 
with President Cleveland and not with them.

DOWN TO ZERO TO-NIGHT. 


The Mercury Slowly but Steadily Descending 
at This Point. 

On Sergeant Weber's weather map in the 
Signal Office this morning a large foot seemed 
to have placed itself just west of the Missis- 
sippi, the heel being at Little Rock 
and the ball at the British line 
touching Northern Dakota. The 
sides just impinged upon Wyoming and Colo- 
rado on the west and almost reached the 
Mississippi on the east, This imaginary foot- 
print indicated the high barometer area that is 
bringing the present cold snap. Over the 
lakes the low barometer area was well 
defined and indicated at once how St. Louis 
comes in for a share of the shivering. The 
high area moving toward the low, the foot 
will gradually move itself horizontally toward 
the lakes, thus taking in St. Louis in 
its northeasterly course. The peculiarity 
shown by to-day’s map is the extent of the 
high area in the United States. If, asis usu- 
ally the case, it extended no farther south 
than Dakota, its northeasterly course would 
cause it to pass north of ‘St. uis; but since 
to-day the southern limitof the high area is 
asfar down as Little Rock, Ark., it is not 
easily seen how this region is to escape some 
pretty cold weather. 

THIS WAVE 
did not develop any attitude that threatened 
this part ofthe coutry until late last night. 
When the snow ceased falling yester- 
day morning a fine drizzie succeeded 
for a few minutes, changing to 
a snow that continued to descend until after 
supper. Then the mercury stood at 30.5 deg., 
and the wind was blowing soft from the south. 
At 10 p. m. the record was 27.8 
at 2 o'clock this morning 22 
which time the temperature had no 
any effects of the drop 
had taken place rapidly in the northwest dur- 
ing the night. But about 3 a. m. the wind 
veered suddenly to the west. Observer Call, 
who was keepiugthe night watch, gave sev- 
eral preliminary shudders, and then the 
quicksilver began to run down the glass 
tube, stopping at 12.3 above at 6 o’ciock, 
The warm weather caused a slight rise to 16.2 
at 10a. m., but after 12 o'clock the mercury 
again showed a downward tendency.

The Fox Forces Routed and Ed Batler’s Men 
Triamphant—An Eight-Hour struggle Be- 
tween the Two Parties—The Tenth Section to 
the Bill Eliminated and a Substitute 
Adopted—The Substitute and the Vote. 


Great is Ed Butler! The force he organized 
in the House of Delegates a week ago did more 
in simplifying the gas question last night than 
has been done by the combined talent of both 
sides of the questionssince the Mayor vetoed 
the water-gas bill.
